Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application is for a head stack assembly for a disk drive. 

• Claims 1 and 5 specify a head stack assembly for a disk drive which requires: 

"...at least two but not more than three longitudinally spaced-apart stamped protrusions, the 
stamped protrusions being in contact with the trace suspension flex, each stamped protrusion 
extending from the actuator arm side surface . " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 1 and 7-10 are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
